AWAY FORTUNES 


British Earl’s Son, One _ of 
Founders, Plans to Live 
on $15 a Week. 


LONDON, Jan. 8.—A new friend- 
ly society, Neighbors Limited, has

NEW TRAFFIC SIGNALS STOP 
PEDESTRIANS AT CROSSINGS 


Detroit Trics Out Signs to Prevent 
Those Afoot Being Caught in 
Center of Street. 

By the Associated Press. 

DETROIT, Mich., §.— 
“Beating the amber” long has been 
a hazard the auto driver has gam- 
bled with in traffic, and police 
as a rule, have let the daring one 
suffer the consequences, either in 
Traffic Court or in collision costs. 

Not so with the pedestrian, how- 
ever, for police, in their safety 
first campaign, have given thought 
to those afoot. A new signal de- 
vice, designed to save the pedes- 
trian from being caught in the cen- 
ter of the street as the traffic sig- 
nal changes from green to red, has 
been installed at Woodward ave- 
nue and State street, Detroit's | 
busiest intersection. 

The device, developed by  In- 
spector William L. Potts, head of 
the signal division of the Police De- 
partment, warns pedestrians that 
they cannot get across the street 
before cross traffic will start to 
move. 

A round box with a glass face 
on which js lettered the warning 
in black paint constitutes the new 
device. Four have been installed 
at the busiest corner, the warning 
varying slightly’ in phraseology. 
One reads: ‘*Pedestrians: STOP; 
Too Late to Start.’ Another reads: 
“Pedestrians: STOP: You. Cannot 
Get Across.”

The signals showing on State 
street flash their warning nine 
seconds before the light starts 
traffic across Woodward avenue. 


The lights on Woodward, somewhat 
wider,.are timed to give’ their 
warning 11 seconds before cross 
traffic moves.

Schulte, an unemployed teamster 
and the father of five children, 
whose widow is now an expectant 
mother at Barnes Hospital, was 
shot in a fight when he. resisted 
questioning by the patrolman, who 
had been assigned to restrain per- 
sons from carrying away  con- 
demned groceries which had been 
thrown in the dump, according to 
Wynn's report. 

Saw Men Struggling. 

Inquest testimony was brief, with 
only one eye-witness to the strug- 


gle. Kugene reed, a licensed 
watchman, living at the foot of 
Ferry street. said he was a block 


away from the dump when he saw 
the policeman and the teamster 
struggling on a conduit at the 
dump. He started to run to the 
scene and while passing behind a 
shed he heard three shots. When 
the dump was again in his view, 
the two men were on the ground. 
He saw the policeman rise to his 
feet with a revolver in his hand. 
Examined by Carroll W. Harlan, 
Police Department attorney, who 
was representing Wynn, and As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney Lennon. 


reed testified that he saw the two 


men “swinging at each other,” be- 
fore he heard the shots. 

Other witnesses were members 
of the crew of a waterworks street 
car on which Wytin conveyed his 
wounded prisoner to East Grand 
avenue, where he called a _ patrol.

“We took more than 500 gallons 
a day with our crude apparatus,” 
said Capt. Ira Eaker, chief pilot, 
“and refueling at sea is even more 
practicable than over land, for the 
air is smoother.” 

“Night refueling was not hard,’ 
added Lieut. Harry A. Halverson. 

“Refueling under every conceiv- 
able condition under which aa air- 
plane can fly. at night, in rough 
air, in fog and in sun, our appara- 
tus was proved” said Major Spatz. 

After preliminary inspection and 
motor adjustments, the Question 
will be flown to Washing- 
ton. Later it may undertake an- 
other endurance flight, air corps 
sources here indicated.

Wright Firm Officers Want 

Witness Autopsy on Engines. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 8.—The three 
engines that 
Question Mark in the air fcr 
more than 150 hours are the 
property of the United States Army, 
but the Wright Aeronautical Cor- 
poration, their builders, will re- 
quest their return in order to per- 
form an “autopsy” on them. 

From this examination, Charles 
L. Lawrence of the Wright Cor- 
poration, designer of the engines, 
hopes to obtain scientific data 
v. ich may lead to constriction of 
engines which virtually will be in- 
destructible. If the Army should 
not accede tothis request, 
rance said that Wright experts 
would attend the engine autopsy 
which the Army itself would un- 
questionably undertake. 

The engines are standard Wright 
Whirlwind 225-horsepower motors 
of the type which carried Lind- 
bergh and Byrd across the ocean 
and which have been used in sev- 
eral previous endurance flights. 

Officers of the Wright Corpora- 
tion announced that it had. been 
determined that engine trouble.on 
the Question Mark. Sanday nijsnt 
had beett caused by a ‘freezing car- 
buretor. and not by fouled spark 
plugs. ‘. 

The engine men said this had 
been determined by an exchange 
of messages between the . factory 
and the War Department observer 
of the flight.

Biggs was educated in rural 
schools and at a business college, 
leaving the farm at the age of 21 
years to become a bank clerk at 
Curryville, Mo., where he remained 


three years. .He came to St. Louis 
in 1891 and obtained a position 
with the Merchants’ prational 


Bank, subsequently the Merchants- 
Laclede Bank. In 1899 he became 
cashier and credit man of the Rob- 
erts, Johnson & Rand Shoe Co. 
which, in ‘a merger, became the 
International Shoe Co. 

In 1902 he married Miss Ethel 
Goddard of St. Louis and has one 
son, David C. Biggs Jr. 

Biges was at the head of the 
Federal Reserve Bank during the 
greater part of the trying post- 
war years and has been praised 
for his management of the insti- 
tution.

Casey Also xpected to Give Mc- 
Cawley and Cave Posts 
They Desire. 

Special to the Post-Dianetch, 
JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 8.— 
Senator Casey, president pro-tem 
of the Senate, is expected to be 
ready to announce the Senate com- 
mittees, the appointment or which 
is his prerogative, by tne end of 
the week. It virtually {s certain 
that the six who stood with him in 
a bolt of the Senate Democratic 
caucus on the State prison investi- 


gation report two years ago, will 
have their choice of chairman- 
ships. 


Senators McCawley and Cave, who 
were not in the bolt, but who led 
the way in the stampede to elect 
Casey president pro-tem, also are 
expected to get the chairmanships 
they desire. 

Although Casey so far has given 
no indication of who will head any 
committee, the judiciarv chairman- 
ship probably will go either to 
Cave of Callaway County or Don- 
nelly of Laclede County. Buford 
of Reynolds County is expected to 
head either the Ways and Means 
or the Appropriations Committee.

NOBILE TELLS HOW HIS JOY 
OVER OWN RESCUE ENDED AT 
NEWS OF COMRADES’ PLIGHT 


When Plane Expected to Take Five Others to 
Safety Upset on Ice, Marooning Them for 
Longer Time, He Was Grief-Stricken. 


In the second instalment of his 
dramatic narrative of rescue from 
the Arctic ice following the tragic 
disaster to the dirigible Italia last 
May 25, Gen. Umberto Nobile told 
yesterday how he and Wits five com- 
panions in the “red tent” on the 
ice pack waited anriously for the 
return of the rescuing aviators. 

Lieut. Lundborg finally accom- 
plished a successful landing near 
the rejayees. Nobile described how 
he demanded that Enyincer Cecci- 
oni be taken first by Lundborg to 
the base ship Citta di Milano at 
Kings Bay, Spitzbergen; how Lund- 
borg and the Italians insisted that 
Nobile should go first, and how he 
finally consented, bade his com- 
rades goodby and was put aboard 
Lundborg’s plane.

OF YELLOW FEVER 
SUCCEEDS IN TES! 


Two Scientists of Pasteur 
Institute Announce D‘°s- 


covery to Prevent Tropi- 
cal Disease. 


HORSE AND MONKEYS 
USED IN EXPERIMENTS 


Prof. Auguste Pettit and 


Dr. Georges Stefanopoulo 
Lived With Animals in 
Paris Laboratory. 


PARIS, Jan. §.—An announce. 
ment which declares they have dis- 
covered a serum that both prevents 
and cures fever has been 
made to the Academy of Medicine 
by two physicians of the Pasteur 
Institute. 

The discoverers are Prof, Au- 
guste Pettit and Dr. Georges Ste- 
fanopoulo, a Greek physician, 

Pettif summed up the results of 
his experiments in four »oints. He 
said the new serum has no unfa- 
vorable effect; it neutralizes in test 
tubes the virus of vellow fever: it 
protects the Asiatic monkey Maca- 
cus Rhesus—very susceptible to 
yellow fever—against the disease; 
and it prevents yellow fever from 
jeclaring itself in thi: monkey from 
one to three days after injection 
of virus. 

High Mortality in Monkeys. 

The physicians took these experi- 
ments on monkeys as conclusive, 
since yellow fever in the monkey 
not only resembies that malady in 
man, but is still nore severe. Near-

—Many Injured.

BUENOS AIRES, Jan. 8. — With 
five bodies recovered from the 


Chilean volcano Calbuco near Lake 
Lfanquihue, it appeared possible 


today that the lava had taken a 
toll of 22 lives. 

Dispatches from Puerte Mortt 
said five families, totaling 22 per- 
sons, were missing. Other dis- 
patches said many injured nad 
been taken from the stricln area 
to Puertv Varas, across Lake 
Lianquihue., 

All boats on the 30-mile wide 
lake were put info serviee for the 
rescue work. Cattle now are being 
taken from the grazing land upon 
which the hot ashes were pouring. 
Hot water was also streaming 
from the snow-covered volcano 
into the lake. 

The. disturbance was said to be 
subsiding today. ‘The threatened 
district is largely settled by Ger- 
mans and the inhabitants are re- 
gaining tranquillity with the les- 
sening of the volcano’s activity. It 
is thought that hundreds of home- 
less persons fled to the mountains 
to escape the lava and low hang- 
ing clouds of gases.

The cartoon also suggests more truth 
than fiction. Drivers of all vehicles, .u- 
tomotive, electric or horse-drawn, should 
be mentally, physically and morally 
qualified to do so. 

All drivers of vehicles should be re- 
quired to pass a medical examination 
“which will disclose any physical or men- 
tal handicap not noticeable to the ev- 
erage person. No license should be is- 
sued to any person who is not physically 
fit. How many drivers of vehicles are 
color-blind? How can celor-blind indi- 
viduals distinguish the red, yellow or 
green of traffic signals? Then there are 
the morons, constitutional psychopaths, 
the dementia-praecox class and the 
highly nervous neurasthenics, who will 
be found among the careless drivers. 

Each licensed driver of any vehicle 
should carrv his certificate of physical 
fitness together with a photo of the in- 
dividual male or female driver. This will 
help to curb the auto-banditS and other 
criminals from operating automobiles. 
The certificate should bear an im- 
pressed seal over the photo and certifi- 
cate which will prevent forgery. The cer- 


OUR PROHIBITION POTENTATES. 


The prohibition enforcement authorities in Wasb- 
ington, on account of the influenza epidemic, have 
graciously conceded to physicians the privilege of 
exceeding the usual allowance of whisky they were 
permitted to deal out to patients. In other words, 
they have notified the physicians that they can vVio- 
| late the Jaw with impunity during the prevalence of 
ithe flu. 
| The prohibition enforcement officers are powerful 
-—more powerful than any other officials or body of 
| officials in the Government of the United States. They 
can set aside the law and authorize law breaking. 
| This is beyond the power of the President, of the 
| Congress and of the Supreme Court. 
| This ruling is amazing—as amazing as that of 
Mrs. Willebrandt when she authorized United States 
| Marshals to distribute confiscated liquor for the 
‘benefit of the victims of the Florida tornado. Not 
| only is a law set aside at the will of the prohibition 
enforcement heads, but the law which is nullified 
for the time being is one of peculiar sacredness, All 
the forces of the Government, in addition to a spe- 
cial costly force, are directed to enforcement of 
the Volstead act. . Drastic penalties are imposed 
upon citizens who violate it. It is presumed to be 
as upalterable and as sacred in its character as 
the laws of the Medes and Persians. | 

Another amazing thing about this ruling is the 
concession that alcoholic beverages have a medicinal 
valnde. It has been denied persistently and strident- 
ly by the leaders of the Anti-Saloon League and all 
other ardent supporters of prohibition that whisky 
has any therapeutic value. Giving the doctors the 
privilege of distributing it to the extent of a pint 
in 10 days was a mere concession to deep-seated 
superstition. 

The potentates of prohibition, however, concede 
that whisk® is needful in the treatment of influ- 
enza. It saves lives. But again, why any concession 
should be made on their part to life-saving is as 
extraordinary as any other phase of this ruling. Why 
those who argue that liquor should be poisoned, re 
gardless of consequences to life, should be moved by 
a touch of humanity towards the victims of influenza 
is beyopd the understanding of common men. Let 
the flu victims die would be the expected dictum 
of those who put the eighteenth amendment and the 
Volstead act above all other laws, above liberty, above 
the sound principles of government, above life.

It is esti- 
mated that either to make it a sea-level canal or to 
build the Nicaragua Canal would cost a billion dol- 
lars. 

This being so, the advantage lies with the Nica- 
ragua project. Only 21 per cent of the traffic through 
the Panama Canal is to or from the west coast of 
South America. The other 79 per cent is to and from 
other parts of the world, almost all of them lying 
north of Panama.. For this 70 per cent of the traf- 
fic the Nicaragua Canal], Jessening the distance be- 
tween New York and San Francisco by 434 statute 
miles, would mean the saving of a day. The cost 
of operating cargo ships averages $500 a day. he 
would represent to ships going throug the 
coast of South America, a total annual saving of 
$3,400,000. 

That is the case for the Nicaragua Canal. In the 
growing importance of costs to,all sea commerce, it 
is a good ome. There are as well the political consid- 
erations to which Senator Edge of New Jersey, lead- 
ing sponsor of the Nicaragua Canal, has called at- 
tention.
